RUMORS CAUSE ARRESTS 


Havana, April 12 (By A. P.).— 
The arrest of several persons on 
the charge of spreading false ru- 
mors and a judicial inquiry into the 
sources of sensational newspaper 
articles were the developments to- 
day of the run on foreign banks,‘ 
which started last Friday and end- 
ed today. 

This morning small groups 
sought their funds, but as the day 
advanced it was observed that re- 
ceiving tellers’ windows were un- 
usually active.

Montreal, Quebec, April 12 (By 
A. P.).—The following statement 
has been made by officials of the 
Royal Bank of Canada, relative to 
the recent run on American, Cana- 
dian and local banks in Cuba: 

“A few days ago a deputation 
representing the cane growers in 
certain districts asked the Cuban 
government to enact legislation to 
curtail the sugar crop with a view

The projected alterations, eight in 
number, constitute the most sweep- 
ing revision of the original plan yet 
attempted in its 35 years of ex- 
istence. They will, if adopted, 
break up rectangular lines and sub- 
stitute thoroughfares of more beau- 
ty, characterized by sweeping 
curves and conforming to the city’s 
topography. 

A public hearing has been called 
for May 1 at 10 a. m., at which 
time any persons may present ob- 
Jections. The city planning com- 
mittee’ of the National Capital 
park commission, and District de- 
partment heads whose work will be 
affected, have approved the 
changes. If the commissioners so 
decide, following the hearing, they 
will recommend them to the high- 
way commission. 


Extensions Eliminated. 


One of the most interesting of 
the proposed changes is one that 
will mark the definite end of 
thoughts of revival of racing at 
Benning track. It proposed to make 
the l-mile race course a street, 
with another bisecting the eliptical 
infield. 

Charted street extensions 
through the Washington Cathedral 
close are eliminated in the new 
program, as are some extensions in 
the vicinity of Bladensburg 
Queens Chapel roads, where it, is 
now proposed to allow commercial 
development and to provide for ac- 
cess by sidings from the railroad. 

Nebraska avenue, as originally 
planned, between Conduit road and 
the American university grounds, 
is slated for abandonment, and a 
curved avenue, following the route 
of the old Chain Bridge road, along 
the ridge, is to be substituted. 

Curved Routes Planned. 

Similarly, it is proposed to curve 
Foxhall road, between’  Foxhall 
Heights and Wesley Heights, to fol- 
low topography and eliminate ex- 
pensive grading. The same treat- 
ment is to be accorded the neigh- 
borhood between Rock Creek ceme- 
tery and Fort Totten, changing the 
lines of several streets. 

Thirteenth street northwest is to 
be curved around Fort Stevens to 
conserve the old fort site and to be 
developed with a parkway connect- 
ing with Sixteenth street. 

Straight streets are to-be elimi- 
nated in part of Foxall Village and 
give that section more of a village- 
like treatment. 

Engineer Commissioner Bell char- 
acterized the project as one of im- 
portance to all persons interested in 
the planning of a beautiful city. 
He said the amendments to the old 
highway plan were intended to do 
away with flattening out the city 
and making its map one with an- 
gular streets. 

Mr. Hazen said the old plan 
slashed through property’ with 
straight lines, without regard for 
beauty, natural contours, or expense 
and that the new scheme would re- 
quire less expenditure for acquiring 
property already improved, grading 
and filling.

The bill has been approved 
in principle by Director Frank T. 
Hines of the veterans’ bureau. Dr. 
Kindred, who is a prominent alien- 
ist, said. 

Commissioner Fenning’s practice 
is but one of the striking examples 
of the inadequacy of the present 
law, Dr. Kindred declared, pointing 
out that he had previously spoken 


in the House on its abuses by “un-| 


scrupulous lawyers.”’ 
Cites Practice Herc. 


“The evils of the present system 
have been exemplified in the 
charges against Commissioner Fen- 
ning of Washington, D. C.,’”’ Dr. 
Kindred declared. ‘‘He is alleged to 
have received 10 per cent of all in- 
pane veterans’ moneys that passed 
through his hands as guardian, and 
even to have accumulated a for- 
tune of over $100,000 in a very 
few years through connivance with 
the powers that had him appointed 
as guardian. 

“My amendment would eliminate 
and prohibit any fees of any kind 
to be paid in this connection to any 
official, either Federal or | State, 
and would preserve to the veteran 
and his dependents or beneficiaries 
every cent due him by the United 
States government which he has 
served. It would also provide that 
mall moneys and equities due from 

he United States government to 
‘any veteran shall be paid directly 
to the veteran without being sub- 
ject to any judgments or any claim 
of any kind against the veteran or 
his estate. 


Courts Are Accused. 


“IT and other members of the 

House personally know of one or 
more cases in which there have not 
unly been abuses by guardians, but 
-failure of the courts having power 
to appoint them, to remove im- 
proper and unscrupulous guardians 
even after evidence has been pre- 
sented by members of Congress and 
by others, of such unscrupulous con- 
duct on the part of the guardians,”’ 
said Dr. Kindred. 

His bill would not only do away 
with professional guardians, but 
with the necessity of having admin- 
istrators for the estates of veterans.

Journalists by Peace En- 
dowment Heads. 

USE OF CABLES URGED 
TO PROMOTE FRIENDSHIP 


Several Speakers Consider 
Various Problems of News 
Columns and Advertising. 


The more than 700 editor-dele- 
gates to the first Pan-American 
Congress of Journalists last night 
were dined in the Willard hotel as 
guests of the trustees of the Carne- 
gie endowment for international 
peace. 

Extracts from the autobiography 
of Andrew Carnegie revealing his 
hopes for international peace and 
good-will for which he endowed the 
Pan-American Union as well as the 
body giving the dinner, were read 
by the presiding officer, David Jayne 
Hill, trustee and former Ambasss- 
dor to Great Britain. 

The Pan-American Union, accord- 
ing to its founder, was endowed and 


respective Pan-American republics. 
To uphold this wish of Carncgie was 
the admonition of Mr. Hill. 

“With intelligent public opinion 
founded on the prineiple of demo- 
cratic government, our institutions 
are secure,’’ Representative Andrew 
J. Montague, of Virginia, another 
trustee of the Carnegie endowment, 
declared. 

“‘Peace,”’ Mr, Montague conclud- 
ed, “‘depends upon the education of 
people so they will see the futility 
of war.”’ 

James Brown Scott, trustee of 
the Carnegie endowment, and Luis 
Teofilo Nunez, of El] Universal 
Caracas, Venezuela, also spoke. 
Music was by the Washington quar- 
tet and Ralon’s orchestra. 


Understanding Urged. 


Provided with 30,000 miles of 
submarine cables for news transmis- 
sion between the United States and 
her 20 sister republics, delegates to 
the Pan-American Congress of Jour- 
nalists were appealed to, to use 
these facilities to promote better 
understanding among the peoples of 
the western hemisphere as well as 
permanent peace, at a luncheon 
given in their honor at the May- 
flower hotel by John L. Merrill, 
president of the All America Cables. 

Severo Mallet-Prevost, of New 
York, president of the Pan-Ameri- 
can society, declared that the men 
of the press molded the thoughts of 
millions of readers daily, and urged 
that they make the most of their 
opportunity to promote interna- 
tional understanding and good will. 

“Advertising and Newspaper Or- 
ganization’’ were the topics dis- 
cussed at the general session of the 
congress yesterday morning in the 
Pan-American Union building. 

Flaunting of the nude feminine 
form in advertisements, of clothing, 
automobiles and soft drinks was at- 
tacked as immoral by Dr. Ramiro 
Guerra, of the Diario de la Merina, 
Havana, Cuba. 

“There are artists and drafts- 


tract the attention of readers by 
using——or rather abusing—the nude 
female figure in such a way that it 
is an insult to decency and to femi- 
nine dignity, making the beautiful 
form into an advertisement ‘motif’ 
serving for automobiles, clothing 
and soft drinks.” 


Says Advertising Is News. 


The speaker asserted that adver- 
tising was just as much news as 
any story in the news columns, 
pointing out that while a student of 
international -affairs might read 
press dispatches on the League of 
Nations happenings, a farmer might 
conceivably be just as interested in 
an advertisement of a plow, if the 
latter were in need of that imple- 
ment. 

Henry T. Claus, of the Boston 
Transcript, in an address on the 
Same subject, suggested that edi- 
tors might learn from the adver- 
tiser many points on news display 
which would improve the apearance 
of the paper. ‘‘We can learn, for 
instance,”” he said, ‘‘the value of 
dressing our news columns in the 
quiet dignity that marks the better 
class of advertisements.”’ 

He pointed out, in addition, that 
the editor could learn from the ad- 
vertiser the fine art of typography. 
“Nothing is quite so impressive,” 
Mr. Claus continued, “as a com- 
parison of the artistic appearance of, 
the average advertisement, in fine 
light type, with the inartistic ap- 
pearance of the average headline 
in its page-wide, screaming black 
face type. Both are used to sell 
goods,’’ he concluded, ‘‘and I am 
inclined to believe that the former 
oo it rather better than the lat- 
er.’’

tree that stands in a corner of the 
old Burbank garden, across the 
highway from his home. Arrange- 
ments were completed late today 
with State and city authorities in 
accordance with the wishgs of the 
famous horticulturist. 

The tree marked a favorite rest- 
ing place, and it will be a shrine. 
In accordance with the desires ex- 
pressed by Burbank, 4 semipublic 
mausoleum will be reared, and 
there Burbank will rest while his 
work goes on about him. The tree 
has stood for many years, protect- 
ing Burbank with its deep shade 
from many a hot sun and with its 
thick foliage from many an incipi- 
ent shower. 

Flags were at half staff at Santa 
Rosa and surrounding towns in 
honor of the man, who during his 
life time here, contributed so much 
to the world. Many telegrams were 
received by Mrs. Burbank, the 
widow, from prominent men of the 
country. They all expressed regret 
in the passing of Mr. Burbank 
early Sunday morning. 


He Gave Credit to Nature. 


The death of the great man ap- 
pears to have released a wealth of 
what might be termed Burbank 
legend. He did not want to be 
called a ‘‘wizard,’’ the encomium 
that the world so lightly gave to 
him. He begged a newspaper man 
not long ago to send the word out 
that he was not a wizard nor a 
miracle worker. It was robbing 
nature of her cunning to call him 
that, he said.

There is some discussion as to the 
advisability of a national endow- 
ment to take the whole scheme 
over and to train, if possible, other 
Burbanks. But that is so embry- 
onic that it has,not developed bhe- 
yond the discussion stage. Mrs. 
Burbank will have the directing 
hand there.,and she has not yet 
spoken. 

Unostentatious in life, Burbank 
willed that his last rites be simple. 
Judge Ben B. Lindsey, of the Den- 
ver juvenile court, a lifetime friend, 
was on his way to take a leading 
part in the final services. Judge 
Lindsey and Rev. Caleb 8. Dutton, 
of San Francisco, Unitarian minis- 
ter, who married Mr. and Mrs. Bur- 
bank ten years ago, will address 
public memorial services in the open 
air in one of Santa Rosa’s parks.

P.).—-Justice Kephart, of the Penn- 
Sylvania supreme court, today up- 
held the will of Mrs. Mary Lee 
Wertheimer, widow of Archer Har- 
mon, wealthy railroad builder and 
late wife of Leo Wertheimer, New 
York lawyer.

BOOTLEGGEA'S INCOME 
TAAABLE, COURT HOLDS 


Conviction of C. J. Steinberg, 
However, Is Set Aside on 
Evidence Grounds. 


OTHERS AWAITING TRIAL 


New York, April 12.--(By A.| 
P.).—The conviction of Charles J. 
Steinberg, described as the first 
alleged bootlegger to be arrested 
for falsifying his income tax, wags 
set aside today by the circuit court 
of appeals, but the reversal offered 
slight food for rejoicing among the 
score or so others awaiting trial on 
similar charges. The most widely 
known of these others is Mannie 
Kessler, known as king of the boot-| 
leggers, now under indictment for 
defrauding the government of taxe. 
on his alleged liquor operations. 

The Steinberg sentence, consist- | 
ing of a fine of $1,000 and a peni-| 
tentiary sentence of five years was | 
set aside but not because of any 
ruling that the government can not 
demand taxes on illegal profits. The 
reversal was due entirely to the al- 
leged flimsiness of evidence against 
Steinberg. 

Steinberg was acquitted in 1923 


Of charges of defraunding the gov- 
ernment through liquor withdraw- 
als but several months later was 
indicted for perjury and filing false 
income tax returns. In 1920-21 he. 
was said to have paid a tax of. 
$423.23 while operating various 
drug companies when he should | 
have paid taxes aggregating $500.- 
000 on a business of $1,500,000. 

During his trial, a book said to 
have been Steinberg’s private mem- 
orandum book, which had been 
found behind his desk, was intro- 
duced. Memoranda in this “book. 
stated that hundreds of thousands 
‘of dollars had been paid by way of 
graft. and that $250.000 had been | 
paid to a former gecretary in the' 
Federal prohibition commissioner’s | 
‘office in Washington.

“When a standerd of living is 
made into a law it is necessary that 
punishments should be meted out, 
in order that the lawless element 
may be forced to live in accordance 
with the accepted standard. It is 
a too common error of public opin- 
ion to hold the policeman responsi- 
ble for law enforcement. Enforce- 
ment is successful only when the 
criminal knows that when caught 
his punishment is certain, prompt, 
and final. 

“The policeman and prohibition 
agent can only discover the eyvyi- 
dence of crime, arrest the criminal, 
and turn them over to the judicial 
machine. 

“The complicated conditions of 


modern living, and the multiplicity 


of laws, have far outstripped the‘ 


developments of judicial procedure ' 


| and machinery to meet them, and 


we see, in many jurisdictions, a 


| condition which renders the consti- 


tutional right of speedy trial abor- 
tive, and the administration of 
justice frequently so delayed as 
practically to defeat its purpose.’ 

He urged the delegates to take an 
active interest in the selection of 
officers and to keep burning a con- 
tinued beacon of interest and watch- 
fulness, declaring that by this means 
justice can be speeded up, and pun- 
ishments administered. He said 
that States and communities have 
ample judicial machinery to carry 
out their end of the work. 


Tells of Rum Row. 


Commander Stephen S. Yeandle, 
of the coast guard, told of condi- 
tions along ‘‘rum row.” He pic- 
tured the sympathy of fishermen 
and people generally along the 
coast benefited by rum smuggling, 
and the disadvantage which the 
coast guard had to work under on 
all sides. The fishermen com- 
plained, he said, that their shooting 
at rum runners frightened away the 
fish. 

“The wets belong to a dead age,”’ 
declared Senator Morris Shepherd, 
of Texas, adding that ‘‘the bootleg- 
ger and rum runnér will soon be as 
extinct as the bartender.” 

William G. Shepherd, of Collier’s 
magazine, and Representative Up- 
Shaw, of Georgia, also spoke. 

The ‘‘housecleaning’’ broom was 
flourished by the women’s com- 
mittee when its delegates called 
on all women to use the ballot to 
“clean out political nests,’’ and 
place the “friends of prohibition at 
the helm of prohibition enforce- 
ment,’’ in the afternoon session at 
the Washington hotel. 

In this connection it was recom- 
mended that ‘“‘we urge Congress to 
pass the bill now before if placing 
all prohibition activities in a sepa- 
rate bureau, and that we urge the 
President to place a commissioner 
in charge of this bureau who is a 
friend of prohibition.”’ 

The day was marked by the ad- 
vocacy of the rigid enforcement of 
prohibition by imposing the maxi- 
mum fines, by speedy trials for 
American citizens, and deportation: 
for those who are aliens. 


Want “Character Survey.” 


It was not only urged that ‘‘cor- 
rupt officials and apathetic officials”’ 
be swept out of office by an over- 
whelming vote, but that extensive 
“character and accomplishment”’ 
surveys be conducted among the 
courts and the prohibition enforce- 
ment officials all over the country 
with a view to establishing a “‘sym- 
pathetic” judiciary ‘‘inexorable in 
punishment,” and an efficient en- 
forcement army. 

Outstanding in yesterday's ses- 
sion was the call issued to women to 
be 100 per cent in the use of the 
ballot, in which connection it was 
confessed that women are lagging 
in this responsibility as much as 
men. 

The demands of the women were 
made in the form of resolutions 
presented by various commissions 
making their reports. Mrs. Will- 
iam Harrison Cade, law enforce- 
ment chairman of the Illinios Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs, in pre- 
senting the’ report of the political 
commission, said: 

“Our assets are good citizens loy- 
al to the highest ideals of govern- 
ment, who count it a sacred duty to 
obey the law, and men and women 
Who perform their duty at the pri- 
maries. 

“Our liabilities are corrupt poli- 
ticians, political machines, discour- 
agement and indifferent citizens.’’ 

Mrs. Herbert J. Gurney, chair- 
man of the enforcement committee 
of New Bngland, in the report of. 
the legal commission, urged that 


of “maudlin sentimentality’ in

“We are-satisfied with it, but 
would like it strengthened.

This right led 
to upholding the legal standard of 
cider and fruit juices even though 
they may have alcoholic content in 
excess of one-half of 1 per cent, 
but the matter was not gone into. 


Question Again Asked, 


“TI am again recurring to the 
question,’’ Senator Reed continued, 
‘‘Whether you are content with the 
Volstead act as it stands or wheth- 
er you want amendments. 

‘We have no amendments,’’ re- 

plied Mrs. Peabody, and Senator 
Reed at last appeared satisfied. Sen- 
ator Walsh reached the committee 
room at 10:30. 
. Replying to further questions, 
Mrs, Peabody said the delegates to 
the law enforcement convention 
were not asked specifically as to 
the questions before the committee, 
as the delegates took action on Jan- 
uary 4 last on the matter of holding 
a law enforcement convention in 
Washington in April, and did not 
know in January that the prohibi- 
tion hearings were to be held. 

“The delegates therefore haven't 
taken any action on the matters be- 
fore this committee,’”’ sajd Senator 
Reed, ‘‘as these matters’ were not 
before the convention when it was 
called.”’

But it was not until 1620 that printed sheets 
‘were issued dealing with more than one item 
, of news. From that year on Jeronimo de Con- 
treras, “father of South American journalism,’’ 
printed a number of real newspapers in his 
. plant at Lima. He gave space to local news. 

After the press of de Contreras had sus- 
pended there was a cessation of news sheets 
until 1744, when the Gazeta de Lima appeared 
: to tell about the crime wave sweeping over 
‘that city. Robberies were about as common 
.as they are in New York today. 
As a matter of historical interest it may 
;} be worth while to print in English for the 
first time a list of the pioneer news sheets in 
‘ the various countries of Pan-America. This 
_ list has been kindly furnished to The Post by 
‘Mr. James Melvin Lee, director of the depart- 
ment of journalism of New York university, 
‘and author of the ‘‘History of American Jour- 
‘nalism:”’

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NEW JERSEY’S THREATENED LOSS. 

For a century or more the principal products 
of New Jersey have been applejack and mosqui- 
toes. There is probably just as much of the 
former made in Senator Edwards’ State as 
there was before the world war, when the late 
Senator “‘Jim’’ Martine attempted to secure 
the enactment of a bill to place “Jersey light- 
ning’’ on an equality with the grain of the 
Western farmers, who were then, as now, try- 
ing to get storage legislation through Congress. 
The only difference in the matter of that most 
essential product of the New Jersey orchards. 
comparing conditions in 1926 with those of 
1916, is the difficulty in securing the real ar- 
ticle, for even applejack has been plagiarized 
and pirated, cut and doctored, by the ubiqui- 
tous bootleggzer. 

While the glory of her world-known distilla- 
tion has departed, New Jersey, in which once 
resided two Presidents and William Walter 
Phelps, the statesman of Tea Neck, whose bang, 
like that of Senator Eugene Hale, of Maine, 
rivaled the Hyperion curl of the late Roscoe 
Conkling, still remains without a rival on earth 
in the matter of the production of fierce, say- 
age gallinippers. The Jersey ‘‘skeeter’”’ is sui 
generis. Even the now extinct breeders of 
yellow fever which were driven out of Panama 
and the West Indies by the late Dr. Walter Reed 
and Dr. Gorgas, never had a look-in in the race 
for the championship for ferocity with the Jer- 
sey sword-bearing or saber-tooth variety.

They merely mistook 
it for a Barnegat bay skeeter on a rampage.

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THE FEDERAL RESERVE SYSTEM. 
serve Board, dated March 22, 1926, presents 
an interesting picture of the operations of the 
Federal Reserve system during 1925. The two 
outstanding financial developments of the year 
were the large volume of production and trade 
financed by the banks of the country, and the 
progress made in the restoration of the gold 
standard throughout the world. 

Perhaps the most notable fact during the 
year 1925 was the conservative attitude gen- 
erally maintained by the business community 
at a time when the activity of business was 
large, and the temptation to expand was very 
strong. Says the reserve board: 

Seldom in the history of American busi- 
ness has so large a growth in industrial 
activity occurred without giving rise to 
marked speculative tendencies. 

The credit policy of the Federal Reserve 
Board is based on business conditions and the 
judgment of business men and bankers. Credit 
and discount rates vary according to demand 
and supply and general business conditions. 
However, many factors enter into this prob- 
lem. 

The Federal Reserve system's operations 
abroad have widened through the extensions 
of acceptances and the export movement of 


| gold. During the first ten years of the opera- 


tions of the Federal Reserve system its activi- 
ties in the foreign field were relatively small, 
largely because of the disturbed monetary con- 
ditions abroad. Today numerous foreign cen- 
tral banks have established correspondent re- 
lationshipy with the Federal reserve banks. 
Next in importance during the year 1925 
was a return to the gold standard by many 
foreign countries, notably Great Britain. The 
Bank of England applied to the Federal Re- 
serve system for the right to draw upon the 


The Federal Reserve Board approved these 
transactions, believing that a restoration 
the gold standard would benefit American 
business and credit by helping to stabilize 
prices of American agricultural commodities 
abroad.

1925 the volume of reserve bank 


| credit followed closely the volume of money in 


circulation. Bank credit increased about 
$250,000,000 in the year. The outstanding 
volume of Federal reserve notes increased ap- 
proximately $200,000.000 during the year. 
Gross earnings of the Federal reserve banks 
during 1925 wete about $41,800,000: operat- 
ing expenses about $25,725,000. Deducting 
other items, the net earnings of the 
Federal banks were about $14,273,000. While 
the number of member banks decreased by 98, 
total resources increased about $2,438,000,000. 
Most of the 612 banks suspended during the 
year were in small cities and towns; only 23 
suspended in cities over 25,000 in population. 
Of the total number of suspended banks, 354 


were in the Minneapolis, Chicago and Kansas | 


City districts. More than 169 of these sus- 
pended banks were in towns with less than 500 
inhabitants. 

On the whole, the 1925 business of the Fed- 
eral Reserve system reflects both the improve- 
ment and permanence of business activity.

AIDING CUBA. 

Something like $80,000,000 has been sent to 
Cuba by American and Canadian banks to meet 
the demands of frightened depositors in the 
Royal Bank of Canada and other banks. Spec- 
ulation in sugar and sugar plantations is the 
cause of the bank flurries. It is estimated that 
more than a billion dollars in American money 
alone is invested in Cuban sugar and sugar 
mills and plantations. 

Cuba is the greatest sugar-producing coun- 
try in the world: and this season the Cuban 
and world production of sugar has increased 
enormously. As a consequence the price has 
declined. Reported loss in the value of sugar 
crops and land held as security for large loans 
precipitated the run on the banks. 

The trouble in Cuban banking circles has 
nothing to do with the American tariff on 
Cuban sugar. Foreign sugar has to pay less 
import duty in the United States than else- 
where; and Cuban sugar has a 20 per cent dis- 
count below the full dyty because of reci- 
procity. 

The American import duty on Cuban raw 
sugar is the only thing that protects the Ameri- 
can sugar industry from complete ruin. At the

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NEWSPAPER ETHICS. 


Muckraking, sensationalig, yellow journal- 
ism——call it by what name you will—may have 
reached its climax in modern times and, pos- 
sibly, in this country, but it was well known 
and practiced at earlier periods and in, other 
lands. In the Spectator of Monday, December 
21, 1711, Addison thafiked the public for its 
kind acceptance of a paper, which visited it 
every morning, and yet had none of the season- 
ings that recommended so many of the publil- 
cations then in vogue. What the ‘‘seasonings’’ 
were he proceeded to show, thus: 


As, on the one side. my paper has not in 
it a single word of news,:a reflection in 
politics, nor a stroke of party; so, on the 
other, there are no fashionable touches of 
infidelity, no obscene ideas, no satires 
upon priesthood, marriage, and the like 
popular topics of ridicule; no private scan- 
dal, nor anything that may tend to the def- 
amation of particular persons, families, 
or societies. There is not one of those 
above-mentioned subjects that would not 
sell a very indifferent paper, could I think 
of gratifying the public by such mean and 
base methods. 


The temptation to pander to the lower in- 
stincts of human nature is ever present to the 
conductor of any periodical publication, es- 
pecially, perhaps, of a daily newspaper, which 
depends so largely for its financial success 
upon the extent of its circulation, but it is 
a temptation that must be firmly and sternly 
resisted in the interests of morality, decency, 
justice and charity, if the publication in ques- 
tion is to have any welght in the community. 
The appearance, in particular, of anything sup- 
posed to be salacious will quickly command 
a sale, as witness the rapidity with which re- 
cently a magazine, officially banned for, as 
alleged, offending in this way, disappeared 
from book stalls and drug store counters, 
bought up in hot haste by the pruriently cu- 
rious. 

In such matters restraint 
exercised by any publisher 
values his reputation. He will have his re- 
ward, too. Addison was able to boast. that, 
without any of the adventitious aids which he 
specified, the demand for the Spectator in- 
creased month by month. Of the services 
which he rendered to society Macaulay has 
given the following eloquent testimony:

He taught the nation that the faith and 
morality of Hale and Tillotson might be 
found in company with wit more sparkling 
than the wit of Congreve, and with hu- 
mour richer than the humour of Van- 
brugh. So effectually, indeed, did he re- 
tort on vice the mockery which had re- 
cently been directed against virtue, that, 
since his time, the open -violation of de- 
cency has always been considered among 
us as the mark of a fool. And this reyo- 
lution, the greatest and most salutary ever 
effected by any satirist, he accomplished, 
be it remembered, without writing one 
personal lampoon. 


The modern newspaper can not, indeed, 
eschew news and party politics, as Addison's 
Spectator did, for it would in that case be 
abandoning some of its principal functions, 
but it can, and should, be conducted on the 
principle enunciated by Dr. Walter Williams, 
that ‘‘no one should write as a journalist that 
which one can not say as a gentleman.’’ 
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The smaller the town the easier it is to look 
haughty in a closed flivver. 
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Many a congressman’s words found con- 
vincingly dry because you aren’t close enough 
to smell them.

Wants Part of Yellowstone. 
‘To the Editor of The Post—-Sir: 

I was greatly surprised to read the 
editorial in this morning's issue en- 
titled ‘“‘Is Idaho an Indian Giver?” 
There are so many misstatements 
of facts in the editorial that it would 
appear that the writer did not take 

the trouble to inform himself. 

I agree with the statement that 
‘the northwestern corner of the 
Yellowstone National park is the 
most beautiful section of that won- 
derful playground, and furthermore 
it is the section of the park through 
which the majority of visitors enter 
the Yellowstone reserve,” but it is 
not proposed to eliminate the north 
,western corner but the southwestern 
corner, Which is not far from the 
west or south boundary and con 
tains about 190,000 acres of low 
land where the farmers in eastern 
Idaho propose, at their own expense. 
to construct a reservoir in which to 
store water to irrigate about 40,000 
acres of arid land adjoining the park 
on the west. The amendment of the 
bill to provide for the elimination 
of the southwestern corner cf the 
park is strongly urged by Hon, ©. C, 
Moore, the governor of the State; 
D. W. Davis, the former 
| governor of the State; the chambers 
‘of commerce and Rotary clubs and 
'the fish and game clubs in eastern 
Idaho. in addition to farmers’ 
| organizations, the members. of 
would be benefited if the 
legislation should be enacted, 

While it is true that a large pro- 
portion of the visitors enter the 
park from the northwestern corner, 
there is no éntranee' from the 
southwestern corner, which it is 
proposed to eliminate, as it has no 
scenic attractions within several 
miles of the proposed reservoir site. 
The water is not desired for power 
purposes, as there is no water power 
site available, but only. for irriga- 
tion purposes. 

Reference is made to Idaho as 
being ‘‘an Indian giver,’’ as the 
land had been ceded to the Yellow 
stone park with the consent of the 
State of Idaho. This statement 
not true for the reason that Yellow 
stone park_was created in 1872 by 
an act of Gongress, while Idaho was 
not admitted into the Union until 
1890, eighteen years later. 

The lowlands in the southwest 
corner of Yellowstone National 
park are more valuable for storage 
purposes than for park purposes 
and we should not close our eyes 
to the needs of the farmers in east- 
ern Idaho for a supplemental water 
supply, which is necessary. in order 
to save their crops in drought 
years, and also the fact that nearly 
40,000 additional acres of what Is 
now desert sland may be brought

Indeed, she feels she is 
entitled to a little money for an oc- 
ecasional luxury in a simple way. 
But most women forego the lux- 
uries when they have a tight-wacd 
husband and are thankful for ne- 
cessities. It is part of a woman’s 
work to keep her children properly 
clothed and fed- and it is her hus- 
band’s part to furnish the money. 
It should be no part of the plan for 
the wife to be forced to solicit 
this money.

CE boxes vary, Mrs. Fell, and it 
would therefore, be difficult to 
offer a set of rules to govern 

the arrangement of ice boxes in 
general. It seems to be agreed, 
however, that for the best results 
it is well to place milk, cream, but- 
ter, eggs, buttermilk, &c., in a sepa- 
rate compartment where it is pos- 
sible so to do, and when there is 
but one compartment, on the bot- 
tom of the box. Meats likewise are 
placed in the lower section of the 
box if there is but one compart- 
ment or on the bottom of what I 
call the food side if the butter, | 
eges, &c., are in their own little 
space below the ice. In the order 
of their importance then, do we ar- 
range the foodstuffs as we go, 
shelf by shelf, up the food side of 
the box. Leftovers—the odds and 
ends of our meals—may occupy the 
shelf above our meats and the up- 
per two shelves if there are two, | 
may care for first, the fresh vege- | 
tables from our morning’s market- 
ing and on the top shelf we may 
keep our fruits.

IODINE KILLS ROUND WORMS , 
FRIEND told me how his} 
grandchild became 
with round worms. The fam-,| 
ily live on a hog farm. It was his | 
opinion that the round worm of a | 
pig is the round worm of the human 
and not, as some claim, a relative 
of that parasite. This baby crawled 
about on the floor, as all well-regu- 
lated babies should. He fondled 
the dog and the cat, likewise as all 
babies are apt to do. In one of 
these ways several worm eggs from 
the pig yard found their way into 
the mouth of the baby. Result: 
One wormy baby. He will be glad 
to know that Prof. Chandler, of 
Michigan Agricultural college, has 
worked out a disinfectant which 
kills worm eggs and worm larvae. 
These eggs are exceedingly re- 
sistant to ordinary disinfectants. 
Formalin, carbolic acid and chemi- | 
cals of those groups leave them un- 
harmed. Jodine, on the other hand, 
kills them promptly, provided it is 
in proper condition. Ordinary iodine 
mixtures will not answer. His dis- 
covery consisted in making a form 
of iodine which he calls colloidal, 
suspensoid iodine. If the drug does 
not kill the worms the name will, 
unless it first kills the remedy. 
This form of iodine does not irri- 
tate the skin, does not burn or 
blister and does not stain. It is not 
poisonous in the proportions in 
which it is to be used. If one starts 
with a 4 per cent solution and 
dilutes this with 20 parts of water 
the result is a two-tenths of 1 per 
cent solution ready for use. This 
is used as a wash on the bodies of 
dogs, cats, pigs and even on the 
hands of crawling babies. If one 
animal licks the iodine from the 
body of another, what he gets will 
keep him free from developing 
goiter and will not poison him. 


It can be used on floors and 
wooden walls—even those of pig 
pens, provided the gross filth is 
first cleaned out. If there be suspi- 
cion that the solution be spoiled, or 
that it is made ineffective by inor- 
ganic matter, a simple test will set-

HE tendency of most players at 

the finish of the swing is to 

stiffen up and check their fol- 

low through. The finish of a driye 

should be free and relaxed. You 

should let the club head follow after 

the ball and around to the left 
shoulder.

In 
other words, the stroke is not com- 
pleted at the moment of impact 
with the ball, but should be carried 
out to the very end of the follow 
through.

NEW RULES ANOUNGED 
FOR ADMISSION 70 BAR 


‘Student Applicants Must 
Prove to Committee They 
Have General Education. 


EXAMINATION FEE RAISED) 


Student applicants for admission , 
to the bar of the District Supreme, 
Court will have to “cram” a little | 
more to become full-fledged law- | 
yers and will also have to pay a 
little more if the examining com- 
mittee of the Bar association has 
doubts as to their qualifications. 

New rules announced yesterday 
by the court, which affect student 
applicants, are as follows: 

“No student shall be admitted un- 
less he has had a general educa- 
tion equal in extent to that of 
graduates of four-year high schools. 
If a special examination shall be 
necessary in order to satisfy the 
committee that the applicant has 
such general education he shall pay 
in advance to the committee the 
sum of $10 to defray the cost of 
such examination. The amount so 
paid shall be in addition to the fees 
provided by section 4 of this rule. 
The provisions of this paragraph 
shall go into effect on the first day 
of December, 1926.’’ 

The new schedule of fees pro- 
vides: ‘“‘Each applicant for admis- 
sion to the bar shall pay the sum 
of $25 to the chairman or secretary 
of the committee on examination, to 
be applied by said committee as it 
shall decide. 

“If any applicant shall fail to pass 
when first examined, he shall have 
the privilege of one additional ex- 
amination by the committee upon 
the payment by him of the sum of 
$15, but any third or subsequent 
examination of an applicant shall 
be at the same rate as the first 
examination.”’

where he has been a prisoner for 
more than seven years. 


| 
Justice Hochling on Bench. 

It had been expected the case 
would be tried by Justice Jennings 
Balley, but at the last moment the 
assignment was given to Justice 
Adolph Hoehling. 

It seemed certain yesterday that 
it would be impossible to select a 
jury from among the original 104 
men who were called. Therefore, it 
is ._probable Justice Hoehling will 
direct the marshal’s office to bring 
in more talesmen. 

Wilton J. Lambert, chief defense 
counsel] for Wan, caused something 
akin to a sensation when the jurors 
were being examined. 

“Are any of you members of the 
Ku Klux Klan?’’ he inquired. No- 
body admitted he was a member. 

When the session opened, At- 
torney Lambert wanted to know if 
the jury was to be locked up. He 
sald there had been ‘“‘talks, rumors 
and threats about it from the dis- 
trict attorney’s office,.’’ and he 
wanted the question disposed of at 
the outset. 


Locking Up Unlikely. 


Maj. Peyton Gordon, the district 
attorney, replied that he knew of 
no such threats or rumors, and 
added that the matter was entirely 
up to Justice Hoehling. Mr. Lam- 
bert interpreted this to mean that 
the jury would not be locked up. 

In adjourning court until 10 
o'clock this morning, Justice Hoeh- 
ling asked the prospective jurors to 
abstain from reading newspaper 
accounts of the trial or discussion 
of it with friends or one another. 
He also requested newspaper men 
to restrict their accounts of the 
trial to what takes place in the 
courtroom. 

In addition to Mr. Lambert, the 
defense counsel is made up of At- 
torney Rudolph H. Yeatman. for- 
mer Senator A. Owsley Stanley, 
Austin F. Canfield and Arthur Lam- 
bert.
